BURYING THE DEAD UNDEX IRE, 


A fine story is told of how, after o 
certain bitter fight, the Church of Eng- 
land and Presbyterian chaplains went 
out together to bury the dead. It was 
not only hard, but dangerous, work, for 
as. they dug they were sniped at, and 
an enciny machine-gun -was playing: un- 
comfortably near. 


‘When the work was done and ‘it. came 
to the Presbyterian’s time to read the 
service, dawn was nono too far’ away, '

not make if longer than is necessary:”
